Tlic  !\f)osllc  hc’/c  r.pi‘;j!:s  of  r.  c:ui.>t;  hik] 
un  uHisot,  liijfltly  wortliy  onr  most  caiiditi 
ami  |irayorfnl  considciation.  IVw  lliiiiirrs 
can  he  more  deserviitirof  ilie  humble  Chris¬ 
tian's  serious  attentiou  than  that  sj)irit  ot 
tlic  Ijorti,  to  whose  influences  lie  must  ever 
look  for  direction,  and  t'uat  tflorious  lilicrly 
of  the  <-hildrcn  of  God,  into  wliich  tins  holy 
spirit  will  lead  him.  ^  »'c  w  ill  therefore  con¬ 
sider  these  two  subjects  in  th'  ir  natural  order 
— in  the  ordr  r  named  l>y  the  r.poslle. 

That  the  spirit  of  the  Lord  was  partial¬ 
ly  manifc.sted  to  the  Israelites  in  their  laws, 
institutions,  and  prophecies,  is  evident,  in 
-tliat  they  all  wore  prep;u-afory  to  the  t'.ev. 
and  hetU;r  covenant,  which  was  et-lahlislu  d 
tlirie.ifjh  him  o:i  whom  the  spirit  was  poured 
out  witliout  measure.  It  is  of  these  two 
covenanUs— of  these  two  diiKrcnt  muidfes- 

lations  of  the  sj)irit - that  the  r.])osi'e  is 

treating  in  this  chapter,  and  between  whic!. 
he  draws  a  series  of  fompurisorts  .ehov.  ing 
die  superiority  of  the  gosjx  l  over  the  legal 
dispensation.  Thus  he  says,  (5  and  6  v.) 
“Our  sufficiency  is  of  God,  who  also 
hath  made  us  mitiisters  of  the  New  Testa¬ 
ment  ;  not  of  the  IcU-.r,  but  of  lie  spirit : 
f*  r  the  letter  killelh,  hut  the  spirit  givctii 
life.”  This  agrees  vvidi  wh:ii  I-aul  also 
says  of  the  law  in  eoinpari.soii  with  the  gos- 
jicl,  in  his  ejiistlu  to  tlic  Galatians,  (ii  •  Hi 
luid  iii ;  10,  1 1,  12,  and  13,)  wliere  he  de- 
rlar;.^  that  no  man  ca!i  he  justificel  by  the 
law,  or  letter,  but  by  faith  in  Christ  only ; 
a,id  pronounces  all  who  are  niidcr  the  law 
to  lie  under  a  curse — under  condemnation. 
That  Paulmcantthe  law  and  the  gospel,  hy 
die  terms,  “letter  and  spirit, is  rendered 
still  more  evident  by  a  pomsal  of  the  7ih 
and  8tli  verses  :  “  But  if  the  ministration  of 
(IcHtlu  written  and  engraven  in  stone  ,  was 
glorious,  so  that  the  children  of  Israel  could 
not  steadfastly  bel.old  the  face  of  Moses  for 
the  glory  of  his  countcnc  .  c ;  which  glory 
wa-s  to  be  done  away ;  liow  sliall  not  the 
ininistnition  of  the  spiritlic  r.ati'.er  glorions?” 
The  apasllc  calls  “the  minir-iration  of 
death,'  ( “ for  the  letter  kllleth,'' )  glorious ; 
and  argues  logically  that  that  which  done  it 
away,  or  abolished  it,  “the  ministration  of 
the  s[)irit,”  (“but the  spirit  giveth  Ajfe,”) 
must  be  more  glorious — inasmuch  as  life  is 
more  glorious  than  death,  and  the  vreuter, 
or  more powrifvl,  is  more  gloriotis  than  the 
Irseer,  or  icealfeer.  This  conclusion  is  ren¬ 
dered  still  more  plain  hy  what  fallows  in  the 
9,  10,  nnd  1  lih  v'ersoe. 


l''ru:n  this  m-uiif-M  id.iirtiice  Iviv.c.-n 
i-!  di-pcj!S.i1io!i  of  tlcj  letU  r  and  tl’-.l  ol  die 
spii.l,  atid  from  ih  ■  f  •<  t  :ti  it  (heg  -.spid  con¬ 
tains  in  it  nolhiiig  deadly  cr  ccnidenmctorv, 
the  ajavitle  ui!du<  »  s  t!ie  reason  fe-r  ihi  ir 
using  great  plaimuss  .of  speech,  and  dis- 1 
eartUiig  all  dissinnib.tlon  or  co!i"eal:iient  in 
its  i)n)p;iira!ion.  Moses,  he  ileclares,  pul  a 
vail  ovtr  his  iheo  so  that  the  Isr.ielitcs  could 
not  tiew  the  end  of  their  now  ahoiislict! 
law,  and  that  vail  yet  re.'nainith  on  tlieir 
iicarts  when  reading  tluir  h.iv,  and  dins 
[-revents  their  .set  ing  that  the  legal  tlispen- 
sati.on,  being  fulfilhd,  w.as  tiono  away  hy 
JesiH.  Tliis  vail,  he  fm  thcr  dcciurt  s,  sliali 
shadow  their  minds  nntii  they  Imn  to  t’a 
f^ord,  wlun  it  shall  he  t..l.en  au  iy — when 
they  shall  k'  releasi-d  from  t'le  (U-alli  ami 
eoiuknmation  of  the  hue,  being  reslortd  to 
!ifc^  by  till’  disp' nsi.don  of  ti.o  sjiirit.  “  '.'ow 
the  Lord  is  tlisl  Sj-irit,  r.n-!  '.vbr.r  the  sinril 
of  the  Lord  is,  th<  re  is  lita  i  ty.” 

Is  it  net  sui'ieassing  strange,  thrt,  in  die 
face  of  all  these  ileclanUions,  so  inr.nv 
onr  Christian  bre.iiren  ivill  persist  in  ri'i-re- 
‘enliiig  tile  gospel  as  a  dispci.saiion  of  bon¬ 
dage,  of  iieuli;,  cn<l  is.p.ilt  m  iiU-on  ?  Ti.at 
iliey  will  presell  <‘iullir  s  (hadi  and  cn>ii;;s.s 
damnation — a  death  and  dannation  iuliniio- 
ly  worse  than  tl  ow  eontainevl  in  tlie  life 
destroying  letter  of  the  lav. — as  the  [>nre 
gospel  ol  Jesus ;  end  end'ess  Iiondage  in 
death  cud  sin,  a.s  ihc  only  lii-erty  [irochiimtd 
Ijy  the  spirit  of  the  Lord  to  a  great  portion 
of  mankind  ?  M  heroin  has  Paul,  or  auj’  of 
the  u'pos'.les,  degraded  the  go.spel  so  far — so 
iiinnitely  and  horribly  deep,  below  llie  3Io- 
•saie  law — klow  the  avow  ( ,1  disiiensation  ol 
death  and  of  eon  lomnaiion  ?  How  very 
dilVerent  was  their  eomhict !  •■nd  how  dillcr- 
entiy  do  tlicy  s;-  .  k  of  the  mini.-tiy  com¬ 
mitted  to  them!  “  But  we,  wi.h  open  (or 
unveiled)  face,  icnerting  i-s  in  a  glass  (or 
mirror)  the  glory  (not  thetl.Li  '.nes;  or  wnuii 
of  endless  co’.idctiination)  of  the  Lord,  arc 
changed  into  tlie  same  image,  fre.n  glory  tc 
glory.’’  (Gee  Iinpr.  Vers,  18  v. )  T.he 
apostles  did  not  impart  a  veiled,  shadowy, 
or  dark  knowledge  of  tlie  gospel,  as  Moses 
did  of  the  letter,  hut  preached  their  know¬ 
ledge  of  the  covcnuiit  of  tlie  spirit  in  the 
plainest  manner,  revealing,  a.a  the  represen- 
tiilivcs  of  .Tesns,  iUs  glories  mito  the  people. 
They  strove  to  rcle.a.sc  the  peojde  horn  the 
damnation  in  wiiieh  they  were,  hy  mison 
of  their  unlielief,  and  to  save  them  by  the 
gosped ;  nnd  not,  ns  numy  notv  do,  to  in¬ 
crease  that  damnation  by  adding  to  it  new 
horrors. 

Paul  being  a  Hebrew  of  Hebrews — hav¬ 
ing  studied  the  greatp‘‘t  Ma-stersof  the  law — 
having  been  brought  up  at  the  feet  of  Gii- 
maliel — had  ojiportunilics  of  bcco.ming  ac- 


ijiUiiiUe  .i  with  the  lav.  which  were  not  enjoy¬ 
'd  h_(  any  of  l.hcotb.er  a[)o>:tles.  Hence  til® 
c<);!!| ..'■■risoiis  In  tween  it  and  the  gos|)6l  arg 
•iruwn  by  a  master  liaml.  Arid  ns  all  these 
i  ompari  mns  are  very  minute,  and  all  tend¬ 
ing  to  .shew  tlie  sii|)erior  glory,  and  life- 
!:iN[-irIng  spirit  pf  the  go;;j)cl,  so  we  are 
iiT'.  sisliidy  led  to  eonclude  that  it  is  without 
•'pot  or  l-lemish,  coiilaiiiing  in  it  nothing 
■  bilk,  gloomy  or  deadly.  !8o,  also,  on  tho 
•the.-  hand,  all  tlie  beauties  of  the  law  being 
rendered  inferior  to  the  gosj'el,  hy  the  prin¬ 
ciple  of  condemnation  and  death  within,  it 
iri'peared  to  the  ministration  of  the  spirit  as 
o.ie  luivar^ing  gloom.  No  wonder  then 
that  tb.c  uniform  oiienition  of  the  letter  is 
represented  as  eomb'mnatort',  while  that  of 
the  sjiirit  is  called  saving,  healing  and  con- 
(iliug — “  for  tlie  letter  kiileth,  but  the  sjiirit 
dve-tli  life.”  The  great  difterence  between 
dicse  ministnitions  having  been,  in  a  man¬ 
ner,  iiistunlr.neouily  made  known  unto  Paul, 
iiu!  tr'.ory  of  the  hitter  and  the  gloom  of  the 
ro.i.icr  was  rendered  the  more  a]>parent  to 
iiis  mind,  and  thus  secured  his  firmer  esteem 
iiid  more  ardent  aiieclion  in  favor  of  the 
'Xosjiel.  Thus  e^t’jcming — thus  adoring 
tiiu  gospel  of  Jesus  .above  all  things,  he 
sinmned  not  “to  declare  the  whole  counsel 
of  G'xl,”  and  was  ever  ready  to  cry  out, 
“  For  we  preach  not  ourselves,  but  Christ 
Jesus,  the  Lord ;  and  ourselves  your  ser¬ 
vants,  for  Jesn.s'  sake.”  2,  Cor.  iv.  5. 

It  was,  I  Iced,  very  natural  that  the  apos¬ 
tles  shoulil  [irt  fer  preaching  the  doctrines  of 
Jesus,  instead  of  striving  to* elevate  them- 
"elvcs  akive  their  master — for  they  loved 
the  gosjiel,  and  the  si  rviee  of  their  Lord,  as 
t)ct!cr  tiiiiu  even  life  itself.  Every  noble 
mind  and  aflectionate  heart  would  do  the 
.'Ume  witli  umj  olijcct,  whieli  to  it  aj'ixuired 
worthy  of  such  love  and  esteem.  But  had 
tho  doctrine  ef  Jesus  beeu  unlovely — were 
it  a  sy.stcm  enilxMl}'!!)"  in  it  endless  curses, 
instead  of  endless  blessings  only — we  may 
reasonably  doubt  whether  the  apostles  could 
have  so  esteemed  it.  We  are  not  surpriseel 
that  many  of  our  limifiirian  brethren,  whe» 
preaeli  such  an  inglorious  gospel — such  a 
ministration  of  death — who  have  to  preach 
a  law  infinite-fold  more  cruel  and  ghiomy 
than  tb.e  law  of  Moses,  and  wheise  Supreme 
Being  is  excelled  in  gowhiess  by  every  noble 
minded  and  feeling  man  and  parent — we  are 
not  surpriseil,  we  say,  that  such  preachers 
sliould  stanil  between  the  people  and  their 
Goil — that  they  preach  themselves  and  not 
Jesus — that  they  endeavor  4o  hide  the  de¬ 
formity  of  tlioir  gosjiel,  hy  intruding  their 
own  more  amiable  and  more  love-inspiring 
features.  Indeed,  were  they  to  preach  their 
system  o.nly — were  they  to  refiect  its  glooms 
iuithfully,  without  varying  ius  shadows  hy 
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on  iiiUTiMJsilioii  ol’  tlicir  own  fi  clingM,  we 
miirh  (lonbttlicirability  to  peraundeany  xin- 
nor  to  love  citbiT  them  «)r  their  diK  trini’s. 
Hence  the  nf)solute  necessity  of  their  fre¬ 
quent  expressions,  that  they  are  willinir  to 
save  all  men  from  sin  and  frcmi  Hell,  if  tl>ey 
had  blit  the  pow  er  to  do  so.  How  cruel  and 
detrnuliiqr  is  it  to  worsbi|i  a  liein"  who  is  in¬ 
ferior  to  us,  either  in  no<»diioss  or  in  power ! 
Can  a  InmdnjTc  more  liiimiliutiii^ — a  slavery 
more  degrading  to  the  soul,  la;  imagined ! 
Yet,  if  tb-  liinitarian  repres«‘ntutions  of  (mkI 
he  correct,  we,  t(M>,  would  ardently  desire 
‘  that  his  nmni|M)teiice  might  Itc  iH'slovvcd  on 
some  laing  at  least  etpial  to  ourselves  in 
mercy  and  giaxlness— on  idmost  any  human 
being  we  «*ould  see  it  (oiili  rred,  as  there  are, 
we  trust,  but  fi  w  imii  who  W(,-nbl  punish 
any  of  their  fellow  In  ings  world  witliout 
end.  I)«»  any  of  youshriidv  from  the  ban 
idea  of  Ix'ing  thus  subjected  to  man — from 
having  an  ispial  to  be  your  e\H‘rlastingow  inT 
and  master?  Far  more,  then,  should  yoti 
shrink  at  the  idea  of  Ix-ing  the  shive  of  an 
inferior.  If  having  man  to  1k'  the  sole  ruler 
of  your  souls  and  lualies  would  l»e  a  lamd- 
nge  too  degrading  to  think  of  with  eompla- 
eeney,  what  woidd  the  Ijondagr'  be  if  sub- 
jcr’terl  tosucha  (lod  asonrorlbodirx  brethren 
tell  of,  whe-n  they  pn’aeh  thi'inselvcs  unto 
tin;  |K'o|»le?  And  is  such  Ixindage  “the  glo- 
rimis  lilsTly  of  the  chiblren  of  tjod" — such 
draitb,  the  life  of  “the  ministration  of  the 
spirit,’’  s|M>kcn  of  in  our  context  ?  May 
luvivcn  in  merr^y  forbid  that  we  should  ever 
ftx-d  vou  with  such  busks,  wlien  there  is 
bn-!«l  enough  and  tr»  spjire  in  the  house  ol 
our  heavj'uly  Parent!  Hear,  then,  thelan- 
guage  of  tlui  apostle: — “  Where  the  sjririt 
of  the  Lord  is,  there  is  lilxrty” — “for  the 
letter  killeth,  but  the  spirit  giveth  life.” 

These  relU'ctions  bring  us  to  consider  the 
second  division  of  our  discousc — the  libku- 
TT  spoken  of  by  Paul. 

Lila-rty  may  lx*  sai'l  to  be  of  two  kinds — 
tirpaiivr,  or  simple  exemption  from  ojk'ii 
liondagi' — and  pofitirr,  or  actual  enjoyment 
of  tin:  privileges  of  freedom.  The  latter, 
nltluaigh  the  lilx!rty  spoken  of  in  our  t;  xt, 
can  only  lx*  enjoyed  by  arriving  sit  it  through 
the  medium  of  the  former — that  is,  the 
I’hristiiin  is  first  fri-ed  from  the  bondtigo  ol 
sin  and  error  In’t'orc  he  nm  inherit  the  priv- 
ilegfs  of  the  gos|H'l.  Hence  it  is  said  ol 
our  Hs'.viour,  “  Thou  shult  call  his  luiinc  Je¬ 
sus,  for  I'.c  shall  save  his  people  from  llioit 
sins.’’  Malt,  i:  21.  ihtcr,  also,  told  tin 
nmrdcrirsof  Jesus,  “Hod  having  raised 
up  his  son  Jesus,  sent  him  to  hles.s  yon,  in 
turning  avMiy  every  one  of  you  from  his  in¬ 
iquities.”  Acts  iii :  20.  By  a  belief  in  Je¬ 
sus,  the  Christian  is  siived  from  eondenma- 
tioii  of  iiidx'licf — that  scourge  of  the  desjxits, 
sin  and  error.  This  salvation  is  negative 
lilx>rly--hut  it  would  'uc  an  imixrlect  bles¬ 
sing  were  it  not  folio wrsl  bj'  peculiar  privi¬ 
leges  w'bieli  nmeh  enhance  its  value. 

To  explain,  jx'rinit  an  illustration.  This 
is  a  free  eontttry— our  goverinucut  is  esttd)- 
lisbetl  on  the  bn  ad  principles  of  lilxrl  V  and 
c  ptalitv.  A  foreigner — a  sei  f  from  P.nroiH:- 
— 4>y  his  ciuignition  hero  is  saved  from  ids 
fcmtor  dognulo<l  state,  and  thus  booomes  u 


free  man — not  eiptiil,  however,  in  many 
respects  to  one  wlio  is  a  citizen.  But  he 
niiiy  also  Ix-eomc  a  citizen — and  thus  he 
may  Ix'come  possi-ssor  of  new  and  greater 
Ix-nelits.  He  is  then  rqiinl,  ns  well  as  free 
— rryioi/  in  primitivi;  |»rivilt“ges,  and  fn  e  in 
person.  By  a  prudent  exercise  of  hispriv- 
ilegis  and  a  judicious  application  of  his 
powers  he  m:iy  arise  to  the  enjoyment  of  of¬ 
fice's,  cmolmiunts,  and  honors,  all  involving 
ill  themse  lves  more  mill  gretitcr  means  o( 
doing  good  to  iiumkind,  and  of  thus  iiiereus- 
ing  Ids  own  iiidividuid  [tower,  iiilluence  and 
liappiness.  So  is  it  in  tlie  kingdom  of  Hix! 
W’bieli  Jesus  has  estal dished  on  earth,  and  in 
the  hearts  of  men.  It  avails  hot  little  that 
man  is  released  from  the  actual  bondage  of 
sin  and  i-rror,  unless  suidi  release  be  follotv- 
eil  lip  by  a  rorri's[Hmdent  imitrovemeiU  ol 
his  (iiirity  and  tnitb — by  acts  of  well-doing 
to  bis  fellow  men,  niul  an  increase  of  bis 
own  iia|)[)iness  and  benefit.  Unless  we 
“grow  in  grace,  and  in  the  knowledge  of  the 
Lord,  Jesus  Clirist,” — unless  wc  improve 
the  [airily  of  our  designs ;  and  [utsb,  to  fru¬ 
ition,  the  beneficial  tendency  of  Christian 
virtues  by  a  course  of  well  doing,  we  have 
but  exelu’.nged  one  mode  of  slavery  for  an- 
oll  r — we  have  gaiaeil  lait  a  negative,  not  a 
[Misitivc  state  of  frixaloin. 

Permit  another  illustration.  Wc  have  a 
bwv  wldeb  says,  “Thou  sliidt  not  steal,” 
and  to  wldeb  every  man  is  reipdrcd  to  yield 
oiiedienre — is  required  to  be  free  from  the 
slavery  of  theft.  Now'  the  thief — the  ac¬ 
tual  violator  of  this  law,  is  the  slave  ofllicll. 
But  sii|>[>osc  bo  ![uits  this  Iiondago,  by  eras¬ 
ing  to  violate  tin:  law — retaining,  however, 
bis  desire  to  commit  tliefi — be  is  then  rc- 
Icaseil  from  [lositivc  slavery,  to  negative 
frccilom — his  desire  Ix'ing  [ilaeed  in  boiulage 
to  the  law.  He  obeys  tlie  law,  but  against 
Ids  inclination — he  is,  in  fact,  the  servant  of 
live  law,  lx  ing  in  [lerfeet  olxvdii  e.re  to  if,  on¬ 
ly  through  fear  of  the  lash  wldeb  il  bolds 
over  Idm.  Thus  when  our  ilcluded  fellow 
Cbrisliun.s  say,  if  they  believed,  as  wc  tin, 
that  (Jod  iiiteuds  to  save  all  mm  from  sin 
and  unha[)i!ineffS,  they  would  indulge  in  all 
manner  of  sin — arc  they  not  the  slaves  of 
the  law?  If  the  fear  of  Hell  is  the  only 
scourge  w';;eh  [irevcii'.s  their  committing 
sin,  are  they  perfectly  free? — Is  not  the  De¬ 
vil  their  tiLskmt'.sler,  and  Hell  the  scourge 
wiihv  bieh  be  drives  them  unwillingly  along 
the  riMid  to  heaven  ?  But  bow  sluill  this 
ser\T.nt  to  the  law  be  freed,  not  only  from 
the  Ixmdage  of  actual  crime — from  the  sla¬ 
very  of  theft — bnt  from  the  iufiucnee  of  the 
law  also  ?  how  shall  he  Ix’coinc  pcrfoetl}’ — 
wholly — and  entirely  free  from  fin,  and 
from  the  taw  against  sin  ?  We  answrer,  by 
Ixcoming  free  from  bis  dcfirc  ti»  violate  the 
late.  When  freed  from  this  desire,  the  law 
lias  no  liisli  for  1dm — no  rlaim  on  him— no 
rule  over  him — be  is  the  eqtial,  not  the  flaw, 
of  the  law — lx  ing  [•laced  on  a  level  w  itb  it, 
and  desiring  on/i/  what  it  desires.  He  has 
then  not  only  entered  itUo  flip  frciHloni  from 
till',  sbavery  of  sin,  but  is  also  entered  into 
an  equality  with  the  law  itself.  I'bis  is 
perfect  ft-eeiloin  as  resperia  tbo  negative  law, 
“Tluxi  Ehalt  net  steal.” 


But  “the  law  of  the  apirit  of  life," 
taught  in  tlia  gos[X'l  of  Christ  Jesus,  which 
inakelb  us  “  free  from  Iho  law  of  sin  and 
death,”  is  not  a  nrfrative,  but  a  po  -itire  law 
— not  only  prohibiting  the  commission  of 
evil,  bnt  requiring  the  [X'rforinance  of  gixxl. 
This  law  is  therefore  higher  in  its  imture. 
ill  its  ojienitions,  and  hi  its  results — requi¬ 
ring  a  greater  degree  of  olxxlicncc  from, 
and  confer  ing  a  greater  freedom  on  him 
who  is  so  bap[iy  as  to  Ixicomc  its  equal. — 
Hence  fcrt.  James  has  said  “  ’.Vboso  lonketb 
into  the  perfect  law  of  liberty,  and  continu- 
eth  tbcicii',  he  being  not  a  forgetful  hearer, 
bnt  a  doi’r  of  the  work,  lids  man  shall  be 
blessed  in  bis  deed.”  James  i :  2.*).  From 
its  dci'idedsiqxriority  to  every  other  law,  he 
also  calls  it  the  “royal  law,”  ii ;  8.  Its 
simple  requirement  is  the  origin  of  all  good 
— tlieanti[ioilc  of  all  evil,  and  its  aim  is  the 
advancement  of  our  ba[)[iincss.  It  is  fulfil¬ 
led  in  one  word,  even  this; — “Love  thy 
iiei:;bl»or  as  tliyself,” — “  for  he  that  lovetli 
another  hath  fulfilled  the  law’’  to  that  person; 
and  he  tb.nt  loveth  (Jod,  hath  done  all  which 
is  required  from  him  towards  (lixl.  llnni. 
xiii:  H,  9.  “  The  law  of  the  spirit  of  life,  as 
manifested  in  Christ  Jesns"  is  liove— and 
:is  its  divine  Autlior,  even  Cod,  is  Love,  so 
(loth  he  require,  by  this  law,  nolhing  from 
his  ereiilures  but  love — love  to  all — to  Cod 
and  to  mankind.  This  love  shed  ahrixid  in 
the  human  heart  frees  it  from  the  bondage 
of  sin  and  deulli;  by  inspiring  it  with  illim- 
itahle  desires  for  the  welfare  of  others,  and 
Iiy  filling  it  with  “joy  and  glory  imspcakn- 
hle.”

ATTEMPT  AT  IHURDEU. 

El'KliCT  OF  KFLiUIUtfei  .MA.MA. 

On  Tliurs  lay  evening,  2[kl  ult.  a  man  by  the 
name  of  Francis  .McCann,  .as  we  understand,  a 
resident  of  this  village,  attempted  the  murder  of 
his  wife  by  twice  .striking  her  on  the  he.ad  with 
an  axe,  and  then  seizing  a  knife,  and  attempting 
to  finish  her  by  drawing  it  twice  across  her 
throat.

He  had  recently  got  into  the  habit  of  attend¬ 
ing  the  evening  meetings  of  tlie  gre.at  retiralists 
of  this  village,  who  keep  up  their  meetings  f<»r 
frightening  people  into  thu  church,  almost  every 
evening  in  the  week.  Ho  had  been  led  to  des¬ 
pair  of  the  Divine  mercy,  viewed  himself  an 
heir  of  bell,  under  the  entire  control  ami  direc¬ 
tion  of  the  devil — said  the  devil  told  him  to  kill 
hiin.self  and  go  to  hell — and  finally  told  him  it 
he  would  kill  his  wife  he  need  not  kill  himself 
then.  Next  morning,  on  his  way  to  jail,  he  de- 
clan-d  that  the  Lord  had  told  him  to  kill  his  wife, 
and  he  was  sorry  he  had  not  succeeded  in  his 
undcrtiJiing.
